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The  MCV  Foundation, 
Making  a  Difference

During  the  past  several  decades, 
there  have  been  marked  growth 
and  changes  in  the  organization  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia, 
from  the  merger  with  the  Rich- 
mond Professional  Institute  in  1968 
that  formed  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University,  to  the  more 
recent  spate  of  campus  building 
and  renovation.  Since  1949  the 
MCV  Foundation  has  assisted  the 
college,  and  since  1968,  the  univer- 
sity, in  meeting  its  many  goals  and 
objectives  through  grants  and 
awards  for  such  activities  as  the 
purchase  of  major  equipment  for 
research  and  patient  care,  faculty 
professorships  and  chairs,  student 
scholarships  and  loans,  construc- 
tion of  major  special  facilities,  and 
funds  for  preserving  the  cultural 
and  historical  significance  of  the 
MCV  Campus. 

Organization  of 
the  MCV 
Foundation 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Foundation  was  incorporated  by 
the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  on  May  29, 
1949,  as  a  nonprofit,  nonstock  Vir- 
ginia corporation.  Its  purpose  was, 
and  is,  to  "aid,  strengthen,  and 


extend  in  every  proper  and  useful 
manner  the  work,  services,  and 
objectives  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia." 

The  articles  of  incorporation 
require  there  be  at  least  one  trustee 
from  MCV  campus  faculty,  one 
from  the  VCU  Board  of  Visitors, 
and  three  from  the  alumni  of  the 
MCV  campus  schools.  The  articles 
also  require  the  president  of  VCU, 
vice-president  for  health  sciences, 
and  the  foundation's  executive 
director  to  be  ex-officio  trustees. 

Currently  there  are  22  trustees 
on  the  MCV  Foundation  Board 
who  are  elected  for  three-year 
terms  and  may  be  re-elected  indef- 
initely. There  are  six  lifetime 
honorary  trustees:  Charles  M. 
Caravati,  M.D.;  S.  Douglas  Fleet; 
Harry  Lyons,  D.D.S.;  Edward 
Myers,  D.D.S.;  Kinloch  Nelson, 
M.D.;  and  Elam  C.  Toone,  Jr.,  M.D. 

The  foundation  officers  and 
committee  chairmen  are  elected  for 
a  one-year  term  and  also  may  be 
re-elected  indefinitely.  The  current 
officers  are  Joseph  C.  Carter,  Jr., 
president;  J.  B.  Campbell,  W. 
Robert  Irby,  M.D.,  and  Charles  L. 
Reed,  Jr.,  vice-presidents;  Bennett 
A.  Malbon,  D.D.S.,  secretary;  and 
Herbert  A.  Claiborne,  Jr.,  M.D., 
treasurer. 

Four  standing  committees  are  in 
place,  and  each  member  of  the 


foundation  board  serves  on  one  or 
more  of  the  committees.  The 
committees  are  the  Gifts  Commit- 
tee, John  T.  Farrar,  M.D.,  chair- 
man; the  Investments  Committee, 
William  H.  Goodwin,  Jr.,  chairman; 
the  Budget  and  Finance  Commit- 
tee, Robert  C.  Courain,  Jr.,  chair- 
man; and  the  Public  Relations 
Committee,  Frances  W.  Kay, 
chairman. 

Other  board  members  include 
Henry  W.  Addington;  William  M. 
Gottwald,  M.D.;  Joseph  G.  Gray; 
William  J.  Haygood,  Jr.,  M.D.;  A. 
Epes  Harris,  M.D.;  Dolly  Hintz;

Pastore,  M.D.;  William  G.  Rey- 
nolds, Jr.;  W.  Roy  Smith;  W.  T.

The  persons  named  above  have 
strived  to  expand  the  scope  of  the 
foundation's  work  to  keep  pace 
with  new  concepts  and  obligations 
in  the  health  sciences  area  of  VCU. 
Simply  stated,  the  work  of  the 
foundation  is  "to  do  things"  — from 
small  tasks  to  large  outlays  for  far- 
ranging  projects  —  for  the  compo- 
nent units  of  the  institution  which 
cannot  be  provided  from  funds 
supplied  by  patients,  students,  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
but  can  be  offered  through  the  cul- 
tivation of  private  financial 
support. 
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Financial  Support 
and  Fund  Raising 

Private  financial  support  is  the  bea- 
con to  sustained  growth  and  devel- 
opment on  the  MCV  Campus. 
Great  challenges  face  the  MCV 
Foundation  in  the  future,  but  the 
indications  of  support  by  alumni, 
faculty,  and  friends  of  the  institu- 
tion have  been  positive. 

The  number  of  donors  and  the 
size  of  their  generous  contributions 
to  the  MCV  Foundation  increased 
significantly  during  the  1985-86 
fiscal  year.  Individuals,  corpora- 
tions, and  foundations  provided 
over  $3  million  in  support  to  the 
foundation,  and  thus  to  the  MCV 
Campus,  which  resulted  in  a 
record-breaking  year  for  the  foun- 
dation and  provided  for  the  long- 
term  enhancement  of  education 
and  medical  research. 

"This  past  fiscal  year  was  the 
most  gratifying  of  the  six  years  I 
have  been  executive  director  of  the 
MCV  Foundation,"  said  David 
Bagby.  "Alumni,  faculty,  founda- 
tions, and  others  responded  gener- 
ously to  support  current  and 
endowment  needs  on  the  MCV 
Campus.  The  generosity  of  our 
donors  brought  the  fiscal  year  to 
an  end  on  a  high  note. 

"To  say  that  the  1985-86  fiscal 
year  was  exciting  would  be  a  vast 
understatement,"  Bagby  continued. 
"Thanks  to  the  receipt  of  several 
generous  bequests,  we  were  able  to 
show  a  121  percent  increase  in  gifts 
last  year.  Including  additional 
endowment,  foundation  assets 
showed  an  increase  in  market  value 
of  $6.8  million." 

Joseph  C.  Carter,  Jr.,  president  of 
the  MCV  Foundation  and  a  partner 
in  the  law  firm  of  Hunton  and  Wil- 
liams, said,  "The  MCV  Foundation 
has  had  one  major  purpose  since  its 
creation  in  1949.  That  role  has 
been  to  enrich  the  educational 
experience  offered  on  the  MCV 
Campus.  This  is  no  small  responsi- 
bility, and  I  think  it  is  fair  to  say 
that  during  the  last  year  we  made 
enormous  gains  in  support  of  that 
basic  objective.  With  the  continued 
refinement  of  our  fund  raising, 
public  relations,  and  marketing 


objectives,  I  feel  we  are  continuing 
to  increase  our  effectiveness." 

An  agreement  between  VCU 
and  the  MCV  Foundation  that  now 
enables  the  foundation  to  receive 
gifts  for  current  purposes  as  well  as 
gifts  for  endowment  represents  a 
giant  step  forward,  according  to 
Bagby.  Thus,  with  endowment  as 
its  cornerstone,  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion has  evolved  into  a  total  fund- 
raising  entity.  Individuals,  corpora- 
tions, and  foundations  can  now 
respond  with  support  for  current 
needs  as  well  as  endowment  to 
expand  research,  teaching,  and 
patient  care  on  the  MCV  Campus. 

The  Management 
of  Investments 

The  MCV  Foundation  realizes  its 
objectives  of  enhancing  the  educa- 
tional experience  on  the  MCV 
Campus  by  striving  for  the  highest 
returns  on  its  investments  of 
endowment  and  current  funds. 
The  foundation  invests  its  endow- 
ment for  long-term  growth  and  its 
short-term  funds  for  maximum 
immediate  returns. 

Gifts  to  the  foundation  for  cur- 
rent operating  purposes  are 
invested  through  the  Common 
Fund,  a  professional  investment 
management  service  exclusively  for 
educational  institutions.  The  objec- 
tive for  short-term  investment  is  to 
meet  or  exceed  the  prevailing  90- 
day  U.  S.  Treasury  bill  rates,  yet 
investments  must  provide  daily 
liquidity  with  stable  and  consistent 
returns. 

Endowment  investments  are 
divided  into  a  fixed  income  port- 
folio and  three  equity  portfolios. 
The  fixed  income  fund  increases 
current  return  and  provides  a 
hedge  against  deflation.  Currently 
fixed  income  investments  represent 
approximately  40  percent  of  total 
endowment  fund  assets.  The  three 
equity  funds  provide  appreciation 
of  principal  that  more  than  offsets 
inflation  and  provides  a  growing 
stream  of  current  income. 

This  past  year  the  investment  of 
endowment  assets  was  divided 
between  the  management  firms  of 


Beck,  Mack  and  Oliver;  Evans  and 
Moxon;  Pinnacle  and  Associates; 
and  Lowe,  Brockenbrough,  Tierney 
and  Tattersall.  The  MCV  Founda- 
tion now  oversees  a  total  of  185 
separate  endowment  funds  of 
which  eight  are  totally  unrestricted 
for  the  general  use  of  the  MCV 
Campus. 

The  Current 
Campaign 

With  both  the  150th  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  and  the  20th  anni- 
versary of  the  creation  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University 
approaching  in  1988,  a  major  fund- 
raising  campaign  has  been 
mounted.  The  VCU  Board  of  Vis- 
itors announced  the  $52  million 
campaign  last  November.  Subse- 
quently the  trustees  of  the  MCV 
Foundation  accepted  the  challenge 
to  participate  actively.  Approxi- 
mately half  of  the  funds  of  the  cur- 
rent campaign  are  to  be  raised  for 
purposes  on  the  MCV  Campus. 
Yet  fund  raising  development  is 
neither  easy  nor  inexpensive.  It 
requires  a  significant  commitment 
from  the  university,  its  alumni,  the 
Commonwealth,  and  the  communi- 
ties it  serves. 

The  development  needs  fall  into 
four  broad  categories: 

Endowment — Endowed  chairs,  pro- 
fessorships, fellowships,  and  schol- 
arships are  critically  important  if 
MCV  Campus  programs  are  to 
remain  competitive  in  attracting 
faculty  and  students. 

Capital  Needs — Greater  competi- 
tion for  fewer  state  funds  means 
private  support  must  be  secured  to 
expand  facilities  to  meet  changing 
training  needs  for  health  sciences 
students  and  new  equipment  for 
teaching  and  research  in  all  schools. 

Program  Support — New  initiatives 
are  planned  in  geriatrics,  neuro- 
sciences,  health  administration,  and 
the  Tompkins-McCaw  Library. 

Current  Support — A  major  goal  of 
the  campaign  is  to  expand  annual 
restricted  and  unrestricted  giving 
for  research  and  scholarship  pro- 
grams. Such  discretionary  funds 
provide  opportunities  to  attract  the 
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best  students  and  faculty,  to  con- 
duct new  research,  to  initiate 
innovative  teaching  methods,  and 
to  strengthen  existing  programs. 

Over  the  last  four  years  the 
foundation  has  concentrated  its 
fund-raising  efforts  on  building 
endowment  for  the  MCV  Campus 
schools.  A  major  portion  of  this 
effort  has  been  in  the  form  of 
planned  giving  and  has  included  a 
number  of  cultivation  mailings  to 
alumni  and  other  prospects 
emphasizing  giving  by  bequests, 
life  income  trusts,  and  other 
means.  Advertisements  have 
appeared  in  the  Scarab  and  the  Medi 
cal  Society  of  Virginia  Quarterly  and  a 
quarterly  newsletter  that  deals 
with  financial  and  estate  planning 
has  been  sent  to  approximately 
3,000  alumni,  past  donors,  and 
friends.  Foundation  staff  and  trus- 


tees have  conducted  individual 
interviews  with  prospects  to  help 
them  better  understand  the  con- 
cept of  planned  giving  and  how 
they  can  help  the  university  meet 
its  goals  and  objectives.  As  of  Janu- 
ary 31,  1987,  seven  months  into 
the  1986-87  fiscal  year,  gift  and 
pledge  totals  to  the  foundation 
have  already  exceeded  last  year's 
figures. 

The  MCV  Foundation  is  working 
on  many  levels  to  help  ensure  the 
future  vitality  of  the  MCV  Campus 
of  VCU.  The  positive  growth  trend 


in  gifts  and  support  from  alumni, 
faculty,  friends,  foundations  and 
others  shows  that  the  foundation 
truly  is  helping  to  make  a 
difference.

Honoring 
a  Distinguished  Career

Empathy,  concern,  knowledge, 
wisdom,  skill,  integrity,  enthusiasm 
for  life  —  these  are  the  outstanding 
attributes  of  Dr.  W.  T.  "Tee" 
Thompson,  Jr.  (M  '38),  noted  by 
the  Medical  Division  of  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  when  it  named 
Thompson  Outstanding  Medical 
Alumnus  in  1986.  It  is  these  same 
attributes  that  were  recognized  and 
honored  recently  through  the 
establishment  of  a  campaign  for 
the  W.T.  Thomson,  Jr.,  Chair  in 


Pulmonary  Medicine  at  the  MCV 
Campus  of  VCU. 

Thompson  earned  an  A.B.  with 
honors  at  Davidson  College  in  1934 
where  he  concentrated  on  the  lib- 
eral arts  his  first  two  years  and 
science  and  mathematics  courses 
his  third  and  fourth  years.  "As  I 
prepared  my  application  to  medical 
school,  I  wished  I  had  taken  more 
advanced  math,"  said  Thompson.  "I 
had  to  send  the  college  my  grade 
transcripts  and  medical  board 
scores,  but  those  years  were 
known  as  the  depression  years,"  he 
continued  modestly,  "and  1  think 


the  most  important  factor  in  my 
acceptance  was  that  my  check 
didn't  bounce. 

"My  decision  to  become  a  doctor 
was  based  in  part  on  the  fact  that  I 
wanted  to  deal  with  people,  or 
rather  with  individuals,  in  a  whole- 
some, healthful,  and  beneficial 
way,"  Thompson  said.  "After  study- 
ing at  both  Davidson  and  MCV,  I 
decided  to  go  north  and  went  to 
the  Harvard  Service  of  Boston  City 
Hospital  for  my  internship.  It  was 
the  best  internship  in  the  world  at 
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that  time.  I  had  the  opportunity  to 
work  beside  some  of  the  great 
heroes  of  medicine,"  he  continued. 
"The  internship  is  the  year  to  put 
what  you  have  learned  into  focus. 
It  was  the  most  productive  and 
exciting  of  all  the  years  I  have  been 
in  medicine,  and  the  toughest,  too. 
We  worked  every  other  night  and 
weekend.  I  don't  think  I  slept  one 
entire  night  that  whole  year." 

After  Thompson's  internship,  he 
went  to  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  where  he  met  "more 
heroes  of  medicine"  and  where  he 
first  developed  an  interest  in  pul- 
monary medicine.  At  that  time 
there  were  just  a  few  really  excel- 
lent medical  schools  (including 
Harvard,  Johns  Hopkins,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  perhaps,  Yale)  according 
to  Thompson.  "Now  there  are  a 
great  many,"  he  remarked.  "Today 
I  would  put  our  medical  school 
against  any  other  school  in  terms 
of  the  quality  of  the  faculty  and 
students,  the  wealth  of  clinical  facil- 
ities and  resources.  We  are  an 
excellent  school  in  terms  of  giving 
to  a  student  the  opportunity  for 
becoming  a  great  doctor." 

Thompson  returned  to  MCV  in 
1941  for  a  residency,  but  he  was 
called  into  the  army  before  he 
completed  the  year.  When  the  45th 
General  Hospital  was  called  in  May 
1942,  Thompson  went  overseas.  "If 
one  could  pick  a  unit,  I  certainly 
would  have  picked  the  MCV  Unit 
of  the  45th  General  Hospital,"  said 
Thompson.  "I  was  placed  on  psy- 
chiatric service  by  Dr.  Powell  Wil- 
liams, chief  of  medical  service,  for 
most  of  the  time  I  was  there 
because  there  was  a  shortage  of 
psychiatric  doctors.  During  that 
time  I  developed  a  great  interest  in 
the  effects  of  stress  on  the  human 
body.  One  of  the  earliest  papers 
that  I  delivered  once  I  returned  to 
Richmond  concerned  the  need  to 
cure  both  body  and  soul,  an  idea 
which,  incidentally,  has  been 
around  since  Plato." 

Following  Thompson's  discharge 
from  the  army  in  1946,  he 
returned  to  Richmond  where  he 
practiced  internal  medicine  at  the 
McGuire  Clinic  and  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  from  1946  to  1954.  In 
1954  the  chief  of  medical  service  of 


the  Hunter  Holmes  McGuire  VA 
Hospital,  Dr.  Powell  Williams,  died 
suddenly.  Thompson  was  offered 
and  soon  accepted  the  position  of 
chief  of  medical  service  there.  In 
1959  he  was  selected  as  the  William 
Branch  Porter  Professor  and 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Medicine  at  MCV,  a  post  he  held 
until  1973. 

"Being  named  the  Willliam 
Branch  Porter  Professor  of  Medi- 
cine was  the  highest  honor  I  have 
ever  received,"  said  Thompson. 
"Dr.  Porter  was  an  outstanding 
professor  and  a  fine  person.  I  was 
devoted  to  him  as  a  student;  I 
admired,  respected,  and  revered 
him.  In  addition  I  had  a  wonderful 
time  as  chairman  of  MCV's 
Department  of  Medicine,  working 
with  loyal,  dedicated  individuals 
such  as  Dr.  John  L.  Patterson  and 
Dr.  David  W.  Richardson.  Those 
years  went  by  very  rapidly." 

When  Thompson  took  over  as 
chairman,  the  department  had  been 
without  full-time  leadership  for 
three  years.  "It  was  woefully 
underfinanced  and  short  of  space. 
There  was  no  way  to  do  much 
until  Sanger  Hall  was  constructed.  I 
believe  that  was  in  1963,  just  in 
time  to  accommodate  the  needed 
growth,"  remembered  Thompson. 
"I  felt  like  a  fraternity  rush  chair- 
man or  a  football  coach,  I  was  so 
busy  recruiting;  but  I  had  the  good 
fortune  to  find  some  very  good 
people." 

Thompson  continued,  "I  felt  that 
the  urgent  requirements  at  that 
time  were  to  recruit  and  train 
faculty,  refine  and  develop  the  cur- 
riculum, and  deal  with  students  on 
a  person  to  person  basis.  For  the  14 
years  that  I  was  chairman,  I  was 
out  on  the  wards  four  days  and  in 
the  medical  outpatient  clinic  one 
day  each  week,  making  rounds 
with  the  students  and  housestaff. 
That  gave  me  an  immediate  feel  for 
how  the  programs  were  going.  I'm 
afraid  my  preoccupation  with 
teaching  and  administration  left  my 
research  time  a  bit  restricted,  but  I 
believe  a  medical  school  must  be 
about  teaching  and  training.  I 


wanted  to  be  sure  that  these 
endeavors  were  in  focus.  As  chair- 
man I  did  support  research,  how- 
ever, and  I  managed  to  accomplish 
a  certain  amount  myself."  In  truth 
Thompson  was  recognized  as  a 
national  expert  in  pulmonary  phy- 
siology. He  conducted  some  of  the 
earliest  research  into  the  causes 
and  cures  for  respiratory  failure, 
shortness  of  breath,  and  the  altered 
pulmonary  physiology  in  numerous 
lung  diseases. 

Under  Thompson's  leadership, 
the  medical  school  assumed 
national  stature  as  an  institution  of 
distinction  in  the  care  of  patients, 
in  biomedical  research,  and  in  the 
teaching  of  medicine.  This  was  due 
in  part  to  Thompson's  preoccupa- 
tion with  excellence  —  from 
recruiting  faculty  and  residents  to 
patient  care  and  research.  Thomp- 
son earned  the  loyalty,  respect,  and 
affection  of  a  great  many  interns 
and  residents  who  learned  by 
example  how  to  be  the  complete 
physician. 

"In  the  olden  days,"  Thompson 
quipped,  "you  had  to  know  a  bit 
about  several  different  areas.  We 
were  general  internists.  I  was  fas- 
cinated by  many  areas  of  medicine 
—  cardiology,  psychiatric  medicine, 
and  connective  tissue  diseases,  Dr. 
Elam  Toone's  specialty.  My  great- 
est interest,  however,  was  in  pul- 
monary medicine. 

The  need  for  a  better  under- 
standing of  diseases  of  the  lung  has 
led  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
pulmonary  specialists,  intense 
research  in  the  field  of  pulmonary 
disease,  and  a  proliferation  of 
intensive  care  units  designed  to 
care  for  patients  with  acute,  severe 
lung  diseases.  In  spite  of  these 
developments,  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  pulmonary  emphysema  remain 
two  of  the  most  common  diseases 
in  American  men,  and  their  inci- 
dence is  increasing  rapidly  in 
women  as  well. 

Advances  in  understanding  the 
mechanisms  of  lung  diseases, 
improvements  in  their  clinical  man- 
agement, and  hope  for  prevention 
and  cure  have  not  come  by  acci- 
dent. Dedicated  physician  scientists 
and  clinical  teachers,  such  as 
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Thompson,  established  the  treat- 
ment of  pulmonary  diseases  as  an 
important  specialty  in  American 
medicine.  "The  work  of  breathing," 
said  Thompson,  "is  something  like 
a  bellows  effect  which  involves  the 
lungs,  the  muscles  that  move  the 
chest,  the  passageway  through 
which  air  flows,  and  many  other 
details;  but  there  are  any  number 
of  things  which  can  alter  the  func- 
tion of  this  relatively  simple 
activity." 

Many  physicians  who  have 
entered  pulmonary  medicine  were 
trained  in  other  areas  but  eventu- 
ally moved  into  this  specialty.  Some 
began  in  cardiology  and  became 
interested  in  the  lungs  almost  by 
necessity,  due  to  the  lungs'  proxim- 
ity to  the  heart.  Some  of  the  orig- 
inal clinical  teachers  in  the  field 
initially  were  interested  in  tubercu- 
losis. As  development  of  new  tech- 
niques became  effective  in  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis,  many 
turned  their  attention  to  other  dis- 
eases of  the  lung,  including  those 
caused  by  toxic  substances  and 
other  infectious  agents. 

The  Division  of  Pulmonary  Dis- 
ease (in  the  Department  of  Internal 
Medicine)  has  grown  to  five  full- 
time  faculty  members,  a  pulmonary 
physiologist,  and  two  to  four  pul- 
monary fellows  in  training.  The 
division  oversees  a  15-bed  intensive 
care  unit,  a  fully  staffed  and  mod- 
ern pulmonary  function  laboratory 
with  25  employees,  a  superb  respi- 
ratory therapy  section  with  31 
employees,  and  a  consultation  for 
bronchoscopy. 

In  addition  to  the  responsibility 
for  clinical  care  of  patients,  the  di- 
vision is  committed  to  an  active 
research  program.  Ongoing 
research  includes  the  effects  of 
smoking  and  air  pollution  on  the 
lungs,  the  causes  of  acute  lung  fail- 
ure in  both  animal  models  and 
humans  following  trauma  and 


infection,  the  role  of  surgery  in  the 
sleep  apnea  syndrome,  the  role  of 
sleep  deprivation  in  controlling 
breathing,  and  the  effect  of  a  vari- 
ety of  intravenous  agents  on  the 
gas  exchange  within  the  lung. 

Diseases  of  the  lung  are  a  major 
problem  that  deserves  the  very 
best  and  most  prestigious  clinicians 
and  investigators.  An  academic 
leader,  such  as  the  one  who  will  be 
supported  by  the  W.  T.  Thompson 
Chair,  will  attract  and  train  other 
excellent  physicians  both  to  care 
for  patients  with  pulmonary  dis- 
eases and  to  conduct  essential 
research  in  the  field.  The  university 
hopes  to  bring  such  a  leader  to  the 
MCV  Campus  within  two  years. 

The  American  Lung  Association 
of  Virginia  has  generously  given 
$200,000  to  help  establish  the 
chair.  Private  support  of  $1  million 
is  being  sought  to  fund  the 
endowment  fully.  A  committee  of 
ten,  which  includes  John  T.  Farrar, 
M.D.,  chairman;  O.  D.  Dennis,  Jr.; 
Lee  P.  Dudley;  Harold  J.  Fallon, 
M.D.;  Read  F.  McGehee,  Jr.,  M.D.; 
James  W.  Rawles;  David  W. 
Richardson,  M.D.;  C.  B.  Robertson 
III;  W.  T.  Thompson  III;  and  Percy 
Wootton,  M.D.,  will  assist  the 
MCV  Foundation  in  the  effort  to 
meet  this  goal. 

Tee  Thompson  was  surprised 
and  humbled  when  he  first  heard 
about  the  chair.  "I  am  extremely 
appreciative  that  those  with  whom 
I  have  worked  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege chose  to  recognize  my  service 
in  this  way.  I  feel  a  great  deal  of 
gratitude,"  he  remarked.  "In  addi- 
tion I  also  feel  strongly  that  estab- 
lishing a  chair  in  pulmonary  medi- 
cine is  a  great  move  for  the 
Department  of  Internal  Medicine 
and  the  School  of  Medicine.  Lung 
disease  represents  a  major  problem 
in  human  illness.  An  endowed  chair 
will  provide  support  for  an  individ- 
ual who  can  focus  on  research, 
training,  and  teaching  young  physi- 


cians how  to  deal  most  effectively 
with  this  problem."

Behind  the  Scenes: 
Ann  and  Lynn

You  spend  four  or  five  years  meet- 
ing new  people,  going  to  classes, 
learning  a  profession,  and  suddenly 
you  graduate  and  are  on  your  way 
to  bigger,  and  perhaps,  better 
things.  Nevertheless  you  will  never 
forget  the  faces,  places,  and  feelings 
you  experienced  during  your  days 
on  the  MCV  Campus,  and  those 
who  remain  there  won't  forget 
you.  For  you  have  become  a 
member  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  VCU  automatically. 

A  dedicated  team  of  two,  Mrs. 
Ann  Norman  and  Miss  Lynn  Mer- 
rick, led  by  Mrs.  Franklin  Stone, 
executive  director  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  keeps  track  of  and  cor- 
responds with  more  than  20,000 
graduates  of  the  Schools  of  Medi- 
cine, Dentistry,  Pharmacy,  Nurs- 
ing, Allied  Health  Professions,  and 
Basic  Health  Sciences.  Following 
each  year's  commencement,  Nor- 
man and  Merrick  begin  the  task  of 
adding  the  new  graduates  to 
alumni  files  that  date  back  to  1838. 
These  files  are  updated  continually 
with  news  of  marriages,  promo- 
tions, transfers,  family  additions, 
and  other  bits  of  information 
gleaned  from  a  variety  of  sources, 
including  newspapers,  magazines, 
alumni,  and  friends. 

Neither  Norman  nor  Merrick 
had  extensive  experience  in  this 
type  of  work  before  coming  to  the 
alumni  office,  but  each  has  grown 
with  the  association  as  it  has 
become  more  sophisticated  over 
the  years.  Ann  Norman  has  been 
with  the  association  for  ten  years. 
"I  was  working  in  a  clothing  store, 
and  one  day  Miss  Minnie  (Franck) 
came  in  and  asked  if  anyone  might 
like  to  work  for  her,"  she  said.  "I 
went  to  see  her  the  next  day  and 
began  working  the  following  Mon- 
day. I  just  needed  to  brush  up  on 


my  typing  skills,  so  I  took  a  typing 
course  at  night." 

Lynn  Merrick  began  working  for 
the  association  in  1980,  just  a  few 
months  after  Stone  became  execu- 
tive director.  When  Merrick  fin- 
ished college,  "jobs  were  hard  to 
come  by,"  she  said.  "I  felt  that  I  was 
lucky  to  find  a  position  here  and 
once  I  began  working,  I  realized 
that  I  really  liked  what  I  do,  so  I 
have  stayed." 

"There  is  a  pleasant  atmosphere 
here,"  said  Norman.  "There  is  quite 
a  bit  of  work  to  do,  but  you  can 
work  at  your  own  pace." 

Merrick  agrees,  "You  have  the 
freedom  to  work  on  your  own 
which  I  enjoy.  You  know  what  has 
to  be  done  and  you  do  it.  There  is 
also  a  great  deal  of  diversity  in  the 
tasks,  but  you  have  to  be  patient 
because  you  are  interrupted  all  day 
long." 

Maintaining  the  alumni  files  has 
become  much  simpler  since  a  com- 
puter was  added  to  the  office  a  year 
ago.  "The  computer  saves  time, 
money,  and  duplication  of  effort," 
says  Norman.  "We  are  now  con- 


centrating on  getting  as  much 
information  as  possible  out  of  our 
standing  files  and  into  the  compu- 
ter files  before  the  imminent  move 
of  the  Maupin-Maury  House,"  she 
says. 

While  keeping  alumni  records 
up-to-date  is  a  constant,  time- 
consuming  task,  the  staff  is  focus- 
ing now  on  Reunion  1987,  mailing 
brochures  and  tickets,  making  hotel 
reservations,  and  ensuring  that  the 
weekend  will  proceed  smoothly. 

"We  will  be  at  the  Marriott  to 
greet  alumni  as  they  arrive  and  will 
attend  many  of  the  functions,"  said 
Merrick. 

"We  enjoy  the  reunion  weekend 
very  much,"  said  Norman.  "Meet- 
ing and  getting  to  know  the  alumni 
is  one  of  the  best  aspects  of  our 
job.  It  is  nice  to  see  that  so  many 
alumni  take  an  active  interest  in 
what  continues  to  happen  on  the 
MCV  Campus."

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Alumna  Profile: 
Miss  Dorsye  Russell

Her  colleagues  describe  the  recip- 
ient of  the  1984  Nursing  Division 
of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of 
VCU's  Outstanding  Nurse  Alumni 
Award  as  a  respected  spokesperson 
in  the  nursing  profession  who  is 
politically  astute,  dedicated  to  the 
advancement  of  nursing,  interested 
in  the  professional  development  of 
others,  and,  at  times,  controversial. 
Her  peers  say  Dorsye  Russell  (N 
'43)  "is  in  the  middle  of  everything, 
knows  what  is  going  on,  is  full  of 
ideas,  is  always  plotting  and  plan- 
ning, and  has  the  political  savvy  to 
pull  'it'  off." 

An  alumna  of  MCV,  the  Rich- 
mond Professional  Institute  of  the 
College  of  William  and  Mary,  and 
Teachers  College,  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, Russell  has  enjoyed  a  long, 
prosperous,  busy  career.  She  says 
she  is  proud  to  be  a  "Medical  Col- 
lege graduate,"  and  she  is  the  kind 
of  graduate  that  academic  institu- 
tions are  proud  to  claim. 

Leadership  is  one  of  Russell's  hall- 
marks. For  more  than  40  years,  she 
was  active  in  a  variety  of  profes- 
sional organizations,  including 
being  president  of  the  Virginia 
Nurses'  Association  (two  terms), 


president  of  District  8  of  that  asso- 
ciation, president  of  the  Virginia 
League  for  Nursing,  and  president 
of  the  Virginia  Chapter  of  the 
American  Society  for  Hospital 
Nursing  Service  Administrators.  In 
addition  to  being  elected  president 
in  each  of  the  organizations  above, 
she  also  held  a  variety  of  other  key 
leadership  positions.  In  1982  Rus- 
sell received  the  Nancy  Vance  Pin 
Award  for  outstanding  contribu- 
tions to  the  profession  from  the 
Virginia  Nurses'  Association. 

Russell  has  maintained  a  keen 
interest  in  the  life  of  the  MCV 
Campus  and  the  university  as  a 
whole.  She  has  served  on  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  alumni  associa- 
tion and  on  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee for  the  Nursing  Administration 
Program  in  the  School  of  Nursing. 
"I  have  always  been  active  and 
wanted  to  know  what  is  going  on," 
said  Russell.  "And  I  believe  that  if 
you  are  going  to  be  in  something, 
you  should  really  be  in  it,"  she  con- 
tinued. "I  think  that  feeling  was 
instilled  in  me  while  I  was  at 
MCV." 

Originally  from  Richmond,  Rus- 
sell decided  after  high  school  that 
she  might  like  nursing,  so  she 
enrolled  at  Richmond  Professional 
Institute  and  later  at  MCV  in  a 
"3+3"  nursing  program  —  three 


years  at  RPI  and  three  at  MCV.  In 
the  early  1950s  Russell  pursued  an 
M.A.  in  the  administration  of  nurs- 
ing services  from  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University.  "At  that 
time,  Teachers  College  was  an 
exciting  place  to  be,"  Russell 
remembered.  "Kellogg  had  pro- 
vided some  funding  for  experimen- 
tal programs  in  administration;  we 
learned  nursing  service,  education, 
and  public  health.  We  felt  that  we 
were  part  of  a  very  progressive 
institution,"  said  Russell. 

After  she  received  her  master's 
degree,  Russell  returned  to  MCV 
where  she  was  a  night  supervisor 
in  the  Hospital  Division  for  three 
years  and  assistant  director  of 
nurses  for  seven  years.  "When  I 
started  at  MCV,  the  new  West 
Hospital  had  just  been  built.  It  was 
really  'state  of  the  art,'"  Russell 
said.  "I  remember  those  days  very 
vividly  for  we  actually  had  a  part  in 
moving  the  patients  into  the  hospi- 
tal. We  pushed  some  in  wheelchairs 
and  stretchers  through  the  tunnel 
under  Broad  Street,"  she  con- 
tinued. "It  seemed  that  half  of 
Richmond  showed  up  for  the  open- 
ing. We  were  assigned  to  stations 
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and  given  little  blurbs  to  tell  vis- 
itors. I  think  I  talked  about  the 
hydrotherapy  room." 

"Things  have  changed  a  great 
deal  since  I  began  at  MCV,"  said 
Russell.  "Back  then,  the  number  of 
people  with  whom  you  worked  was 
much  smaller,  and  it  was  easier  to 
get  to  know  one  another.  The  size 
helped  facilitate  good  working  rela- 
tionships. Today  you  must  work  a 
little  harder  to  achieve  those  same 
relationships,"  she  said.  "We  also 
had  more  clinical  experience  as  stu- 
dents. We  often  put  in  44-hour 
weeks  which  may  or  may  not  have 
included  classes.  By  graduation,  a 
third-year  student  had  a  good  one 
and  one-half  years  of  what  would 
be  considered  today  general  staff 
nursing  experience." 

Russell  continued,  "But  the 
expectations  of  nurses  today  has 
increased  enormously.  Nurses  now 
must  be  able  to  do  a  physical 
assessment  of  the  patient  and 
understand  and  evaluate  all  moni- 
toring devices  such  as  respirators 
and  other  equipment  in  critical  care 
units." 

Following  her  years  at  MCV, 
Russell  was  director  of  nursing  at 
Kings's  Daughters'  Hospital  in 
Staunton,  Virginia,  director  of 
nursing  at  Lynchburg  General 
Hospital,  director  of  the  Associate 
Degree  Nursing  Program  at  Patrick 
Henry  Community  College  in  Mar- 
tinsville, Virginia,  and  director  of 
nursing  at  Mary  Washington  Hos- 
pital in  Fredericksburg.  She  retired 
from  Mary  Washington  Hospital  in 
1984  but  remains  involved  in  many 
organizations  and  activities. 

"I  am  very  much  a  people  per- 
son," said  Russell.  "I  both  enjoy  and 
feel  I  must  be  involved  in  activities 
that  involve  people,"  she  said.  "Per- 
haps that  is  why  I  have  enjoyed  my 
career  so  much  and  why  I  will  con- 
tinue to  do  what  I  can  to  make 
things  work,  to  make  things 
happen."

Cancer  Center 
Benefactor  Dies 

William  Evans  Massey,  Sr.,  the  philan- 
thropist for  whom  the  Massey  Cancer 
Center  is  named  and  retired  chairman 
of  the  board  of  the  Massey  Coal  Co., 
Inc.,  in  Richmond,  died  February  11, 
1987. 

In  1957  Massey  established  the  Mas- 
sey Foundation,  a  private  philanthropic 
organization  that  supports  educational 
and  health  care  organizations  primarily 
in  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and 
Kentucky. 

As  a  result  of  a  brother's  battle  with 
cancer,  he  and  his  family  became  major 
donors  to  cancer  research.  By  1983  the 
Massey  Foundation  and  several  family 
members  had  given  more  than  $2  mil- 
lion to  the  university  toward  building 
its  $8.5  million  cancer  diagnosis,  treat- 
ment, research,  and  educational  center, 
the  largest  such  facility  in  Virginia.

Recent  Gifts  to

Recent  gifts  to  the  MCV  Foundation 
reported  to  the  Scarab  include  a  leader- 
ship gift  of  $200,000  from  the  Ameri- 
can Lung  Association  of  Virginia  to 
establish  a  chair  in  pulmonary  medicine 
in  honor  of  Dr.  W.  Taliaferro  Thomp- 
son, Jr.;  a  gift  of  $100,800  from  Mrs. 
Phebe  M.  Hoff  to  endow  a  fellowship 
in  substance  abuse  medicine  in  memory 
of  her  husband,  Dr.  Ebbe  C.  Hoff,  who 
in  1948  established  what  is  now  the 
MCV  Hospitals  Division  of  Substance 
Abuse  Medicine;  and  a  gift  of  $50,000 
from  the  Olin  Corporation  in  support 
of  the  work  of  Dr.  Philip  Guzelian, 
chairman  of  the  Division  of  Clinical 
Toxicology  and  Environmental 
Medicine. 

This  issue  of  the  Scarab  includes  a 
feature  on  Thompson,  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine  from  1959 
until  his  retirement  in  1973.  A  national 
expert  in  pulmonary  physiology,  he 
conducted  some  of  the  earliest  research 


into  respiratory  failure,  the  causes  of 
shortness  of  breath,  and  the  altered 
pulmonary  physiology  in  numerous 
lung  diseases.  The  W.  T.  Thompson 
Chair  will  enable  the  institution  to 
attract  an  outstanding  leader  in  pulmo- 
nary medicine  to  promote  clinical 
research  into  diseases  of  the  lung  and 
train  other  physicians  in  the  field. 

The  MCV  Foundation  received  the 
Hoff  gift  on  behalf  of  the  Hoff- 
Robinson  Fund  for  the  Advancement 
of  Substance  Abuse  Medicine  which 
supports  training,  research,  and  an 
annual  symposium  on  substance  abuse 
medicine. 

The  gift  from  the  Olin  Corporation 
completes  its  commitment  of  $100,000 
in  support  of  research  into  ways  of 
diagnosing  and  treating  people  exposed 
to  toxic  substances  in  the  environment. 

NIH  Training 
Grant  Received 

The  Division  of  Gastroenterology  has 
received  notification  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  of  the  approval  of  a 
training  grant  for  $434,400.  The  grant, 
entitled  "Training  Grant  in  Digestive 
and  Liver  Diseases,"  will  support  three 
GI  fellows  annually  for  five  years.  Dr. 
Z.  Reno  Vlahcevic,  chairman  of  the 
Division  of  Gastroenterology,  is  the 
principal  investigator. 

Friedman  Directs 
Residency  Program 

Dr.  Richard  B.  Friedman  has  assumed 
the  position  of  director  of  the  pre- 
viously announced  General  Practice 
Residency  Program  in  the  School  of 
Dentistry. 

The  program  was  developed  to  ena- 
ble students  to  obtain  greater  ex- 
perience with  medically  compromised 
patients  as  well  as  afford  graduate 
dentists  valuable  hands-on  training  in 
hospital  dentistry. 

Dr.  Barry  Shipman,  associate  profes- 
sor, Department  of  Oral  and  Maxillofa- 
cial Surgery,  is  the  principal  author  of 
the  $294,682  grant  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Human  Services 
for  the  General  Practice  Residency 
Program.

MCVH  and  VA 
Share  Lithotripter 

The  Richmond  area's  first  lithotripter, 
used  for  a  noninvasive  treatment  to 
eliminate  kidney  stones,  is  in  operation 
at  Main  Hospital  through  a  unique 
sharing  program  by  MCV  Hospitals 
and  McGuire  VA  Medical  Center. 

An  alternative  to  surgery,  the  litho- 
tripter uses  shock  waves  in  water  to 
pulverize  kidney  stones  inside  the  kid- 
neys. The  small  stone  fragments 
remaining  can  be  passed  normally  over 
the  next  few  days. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  Rich- 
mond area  that  the  federal  government 
and  the  state  have  shared  resources  for 
high  tech  medical  equipment.  The  $1.9 
million  cost  of  the  lithotripter  was 
shared  equally  by  MCVH  and  McGuire 
VA  Medical  Center.  It  is  available  to 
patients  at  both  hospitals  as  well  as  to 
patients  of  urologists  practicing  in  the 
Richmond  area  who  are  accredited  to 
use  the  equipment. 

Patients  may  be  admitted  to  MCVH 
or  may  only  be  treated  there  and  then 
be  returned  as  an  inpatient  to  the 
McGuire  VA  Medical  Center  or 
another  area  hospital. 

According  to  Dr.  Vernon  Smith,  pro- 
fessor of  surgery/urology  and  medical 
director  of  the  lithotripter  program, 
about  800  patients  will  be  treated  by 
the  lithotripter  during  its  first  year  of 
operation.

Abuse  is  the  center  for  drug  abuse 
research  and  research  training  in  the 
United  States;  it  is  part  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Kendler,  associate  profes- 
sor of  psychiatry  and  human  genetics, 
has  received  a  $1.1  million  grant  to 
study  the  role  genes  play  in  the  origin 
of  schizophrenia. 

Funded  by  the  National  Institute  of 
Mental  Health,  the  five-year  study  will 
survey  families  of  schizophrenics  in 
County  Roscammon  in  the  Republic  of 
Ireland.  (Western  Ireland  is  considered 
a  unique  resource  for  studying  schizo- 
phrenia because  of  its  large  family  size, 
cultural  and  racial  homogeneity,  and 
rural  immobile  population.) 

Other  researchers  involved  in  this 
grant  include  Dr.  Lindon  Eaves,  a  pro- 
fessor of  human  genetics  on  the  MCV 
Campus,  and  Dr.  Dermot  Walsh,  direc- 
tor of  the  mental  health  section  of  the 
Medico-Social  Research  Board  in 
Dublin.
